The  Answer  To  What? 

Religious  Emphasis  days  are  past.  We  hope  they  are 
not  forgotten.  We  pray  they  may  have  fulfilled  at  least  a 
small  part  of  their  purpose.  In  a  world  as  critically  in  need 
of  spiritual  strength  as  ours,  we  cannot  but  realize  the 
importance  of  Pastor  Schmidt’s  message. 

•'Christ  Is  the  Answer.” 

Nothing  more  than  that,  proclaimed  through  three  dedi¬ 
cated  days  by  a  handsome  young  man  with  a  winning  per¬ 
sonality  to  an  audience  of  at  least  nominal  Christians.  Will 
these  few  words,  spoken  in  convocation  and  during  chapel, 
have  any  lasting  effect? 

Some  may  argue  that  Pastor  Schmidt’s  manner  of  speak¬ 
ing  was  too  nearly  evangelistic  to  suit  the  Lutheran  tempera¬ 
ment.  Some  may  say  that  a  little  emotion  is  just  exactly 
what  the  Lutheran  church  needs.  We  have  all  heard  both 
arguments.  Neither  of  them  really  comes  to  the  point.  The 
manner  of  expression  is  not  ultimately  important. 

It  is  not  the  “how,”  but  the  “what”  that  matters.  Not  the 
abundance  of  oratorical  flourishes,  or  the  lack  of  strictly 
logical  philosophy  as  such.  Not  even  the  eminent  personal 
warmth  of  the  speaker  really  strikes  the  keynote.  If  these 
outward  characteristics  are  all  we  remember  from  Spiritual 
Emphasis  days,  those  days  have  been  wasted. 

This  editorial  column  is  not  the  place  for  sermons.  It 
shall  not  attempt  any.  But  it  is  the  place  for  occasional  serious 
thinking — such  as  all  of  us  ought  to  do  about  that  simple, 
unassuming,  world-shaking  message,  “Christ  Is  the  Answer.” 

The  answer  to  what?  Perhaps  primarily  to  fear — your 
fear;  our  fear.  The  answer  to  the  crimson  question-mark  that 
throws  its  shadow  over  the  people  of  the  earth.  The  answer 
to  the  yearning  for  rest.  The  answer  to  the  hope  that  will 
not  reason.  The  answer  to  the  mystery  of  love. 

To  a  world  intent  on  devouring  itself,  the  simplicity  of 
the  ans^ver  must  come  with  a  shock.  We  search  for  com¬ 
plicated  formulas  to  save  ourselves.  We  devote  years  of  im¬ 
passioned  oratory  to  the  search  for  self-redemption.  In  our 
idiotic  near-sightedness — the  reductio  ad  absurdum  of  our 
way  of  life— We  fight  a  war  for  peace. 

The  thought  of  it  might  be  funny,  if  it  weren't  so  blood¬ 
curdling.  Perhaps  some  day  we  shall  recognize  how  horribly 
simple  the  solution  is. 

“Christ  Is  the  Answer.”

Integrity  In  Politics?  ^ 


In  these  troubled  times  there  is  a  question  that  comes  to  my  mind 
repeatedly.  I  don’t  know  the  answer;  and  maybe  you,  too,  have 
thought  about  it.  It  is  this — should  our  dealings  with  other  nations 
be  strictly  honest  and  in  harmony  with  our  democratic  principles  and 
our  Christian  ideals?  Or  should  we  descend  to  the  level  of  the  com¬ 
munists  and  become  opportunists,  seizing  every  chance  that  comes 
our  way.  regardless  of  what  the  results  of  our  action  might  be? 


Maybe  many  feel  that  this  is  no  time  to  slake  our  future  upon 
impractical  high  ideals.  The  times  are  too  dangerous  for  fair 
dealings.  We  must  beat  the  enemy  at  his  own  game,  even  if  we 
have  to  use  his  methods.  That  might  mean  that  we  would  have 
to  be  cold  end  hard  and  even  deceitful,  if  necessary. 


Events  may  show  such  a  stand  to  be  the  easiest  way.  Yet  have 
we  ev«  really  tried  the  other  alternative?  To  do  so  we  must  find 
what  IB  required  in  order  that  our  nation  might  remain  true  to  its 
high  bent^^  Strong  leaders  are  needed,  clear-minded  and  conscious 
of  their  high  responsibility.  To  other  men,  ruthless  actions  may 
seem  to  solve  present  difficulties.  But  these  men  will  realize  that  the 
human  suffering  and  destroyed,  faith  which  result  can  add  un  to 
nothing  but  failure.  ^ 

Honest  end  idealistic  leaders  will  set  the  nation's  feet  upon 
the  right  path.  Blunders  will  be  made  aplenty,  but  if  our  aHitude 
IS  consistent  with  our  ideals,  and  if  our  ideals  are  true,  it  is  im- 
pouible  that  we  should  fail.  Square  dealing  doesn't  mean  stupidity 
or  gullibility,  however.  It  means  following  the  dictates  of  the 
great  conscience  of  democratic  and  Christian  people. 


You  might  now  ask  what  this  somewhat  vague  little  argume 
mea^.  Perhaps  it  is  as  impractical  as  the  suggestion  it  embodies.  T1 
specific  instances  m  which  our  ideals  have  been  betrayed  have  n 
been  mentioned.  Yet  we  all  know  that  such  cases  do  exist,  and  th 
characteristic  of  many  in  authorit 
This  must  go.  ^  ^ee  citizens  we  demand  that  the  men  acting  in  oi 
name  be  wholeheartedly  devoted  to  the  cause  which  we  pcnnnce  ar 
that  all  of  ^eir  deeds  be  characterized  by  integrity.

Schmidt  Strikes  At  Heart  Of  Problem 
By  Insisting  On  Personal  Evangelism 


By  Don  Groskreufz 
Spiritual  Emphasis  days,  Feb.  6-8,  are  past,  but  the  mes¬ 
sage  which  the  speaker,  the  Rev.  W.  P.  Schmidt  of  Warren, 
Ohio,  left  with  students  may  in  many  instances  result  in  a  life¬ 
time  of  religious  emphasis. 

That  was  the  type  of  message  Mr.  Schmidt  had  as  he  left 
with  students  a  theme  of  thought  which  emphasized  especially 
personal  religion — the  kind  that  stresses  evangelism  and  mis¬ 
sion  activity  on  a  personal  basis. 

Shows  Conviction.  * 


Speaking  on  the  theme,  “Christ 
Is  the  Answer,"  Mr.  Schmidt 
made  his  words  doubly  effective 
by  virtue  of  the  strength  of  con¬ 
viction  with  which  he  delivered 
his  addresses.  His  purpose,  he 
said,  was  to  help  members  of  the 
Wartburg  family  to  align  them¬ 
selves,  by  means  of  a  very  per¬ 
sonal  relationship,  with  God  in 
a  world  that  is  shaken  by  the 
powers  of  hell. 

Mr.  Schmidt  delivered  three 
convocation  addresses  and  two 
chapel  talks  and  then  culminated 
his  work  in  a  summarizing  ser¬ 
mon  at  communion  services  held 
Thursday  evening  at  St.  Paul's 
Lutheran  church. 

Christ  Or  Korea. 

At  the  first  convocation,  on 
Tuesday,  Mr.  Schmidt,  under  the 
theme,  "ShaYe  the  Answer," 
stated  clearly  the  situation  which 
confronts  Christians  today.  "It's 
either  misions  or  munitions;  it’s 
either  Christ  on  Calvary  or  you 
in  Korea." 

“You  have  no  right  to  hear  the 
Gospel  twice  until  everyone  has 
heard  it  once,"  said  the  vigorous 
speaker  as  he  pleaded  for  a  re¬ 
vitalization  of  personal  religious 
evangelism. 

Nof  Blood,  But  Spirit. 

“The  purpose  of  Spirtual  Em¬ 
phasis  week,"  he  said,  “is  to  align 
ourselves  with  God,  rather  than 
with  godless  nations  whom  we 
cannot  trust.  You  aren't  in  the 
world  to  spill  your  blood,  but  to 
spill  your  spirit." 

That  evening,  in  a  chapel  scr-, 
monette,  Mr.  Schmidt  spoke  on 
“Bring  the  Answer."  "The  preach¬ 
er,"  said  the  speaker,  "can  pro¬ 
claim  the  Gospel,  but  there  are 
men  and  women  waiting  to  have 
someone  come  to  them  person¬ 
ally  so  that  they  may  go  singing 
into  heaven  rather  than  shouting 
into  hell." 


theme  for  this  address  was  "Live 
the  Answer." 

God  Needs  Youth. 

Other  young  men  and  women, 
he  said,  procrastinate  when  they 
are  young  with  the  idea  of  serv¬ 
ing  God  when  they  become  older. 
“The  Lord  is  seeking  the  aggres¬ 
sive  energy  of  youth,"  challenged 
Mr.  Schmidt. 

"Don't  you  see,”  demanded  the 
young  pastor,  "that,  though  the 
forces  of  evil  converge  upon  us, 
if  only  we  live  the  answer  wc  can 
shake  and  disrupt  the  powers  of 
hell?  Go  on  in  God's  name  and 
live  the  Answer.  Seek  ways  and 
find  ways  on  campus  and  off 
campus  to  live  that  Answer.  You 
may  only  have  another  year  be¬ 
fore  God  will  cut  you  down  be¬ 
cause  you  are  not  bearing  fruit." 
Summarizes  Thursday. 

At  the  Wartburg  family  com¬ 
munion  service,  with  his  sermon 
entitled  "Love  the  Answer,"  Mr. 
Schmidt  beautifully  summarized 
his  past  addresses.  Nearly  all  of 
the  Wartburg  students,  faculty 
and  staff  members  and  their  fam¬ 
ilies  attended  the  service,  hb. 
Schmidt  said  that  to  love  Christ 
is  not  merely  to  have  a  feeling 
of  affection  for  Him. 

“It  is  the  type  of  love  that 
wants  desperately  to  obey  Christ. 
It  wants  to  share  the  Answer, 
bring  the  Answer,  repeat  the  An¬ 
swer.  support  the  Answer.  It 
wants  to  LIVE  the  Answer!”
